SUPREME COURT. 
CRIMINAL SESSIONS, 
(Before thé Hon. the Chief Jusfice.) 
March 3, 1869. 


The ‘adjourned -special- criminal sessions 
were. resumed :to-day at eleven o'clock ; 
when the prisoners Low Ayee, Yee Asow, 
and Cheung Akuin, convicted at a former 
sitting of robbery on board the. P. & 0. 
steamer Orissa; were again brought up. 

“The Chief Justice gave judgment onthe 
legal point.involved in the case,‘ and: pre- 
viously argued with the \ttorney General, 
—viz., whether the adinixsions on the part 
of the prisouers should be accepted as evi- 
dence against them. His Lordship opened 
his judgment by narrating the facts of the 
charge as shown by the informations, and 
saying that the statements of the prisoners 
had been admitted,.as before the Jury, at 
the ur.ent request of the Attorney Genoral. 
‘The point baving been, reserved for argi- 
mont, the Attordey General had produced 
@ group of- cases in -support, and. had 
‘dealt: with the subject in a most’ persuasive 
manter,  The:A. G. had said that the case 
of Queen v. Baldry lad set aside’ earlier 
cases, and-had quoted Mr Taylor’s words 
aa illustrative of the general legal feeling cm 
the subject of confessions at the present 
time. His Lordship thought that the tone 
adopted by Taylor, in his treatise oni evi- 
deuce, when he criticised the old cases on 
this point,"was most disrespectful. to the 
great authorities on the question ; and tliat 
this ‘rendered Taylor a less safe guide in 
such matters than Mr Russell, who was the 
modern authority on criminal law.. The 
C.J. ‘said he thought that the Queen v. 
Baldry was a very peculiir case, and the 
confessions there referred té were obtained 
before the: prisoner was formally in the 
custody of the. Police. In the cases 
of Queen v, Toole and Queen v. Jervis, 
the - zireumstances were _ also ~ peculiar ; 
and iu fact:no two cages could be -cited 
which were so mucl: alike as to bind a judge 
in the decision of another case, . There was 
that-.distiuetion drawn which, though. it 
might be called somewhat nice, formed a 
sort of defined line, viz., admissions made 
before being taken into custody,.-and those 
made afterwards. Although he was there- 
fore corstrained: to: confess that. there was 
no ‘distinct guide tu be found in any of tlie 
cases cited, he was clear.on the point that 
the expression of the prisoner should be vo- 


luntary—that it ought to be left to him aa}.

The atate of mind ‘of each prisonor had to 
be considered when éach confession was 
made, In the first prisoner’s case thera 
was tho clear influence of a promise; "in 
that of the'second, the confession was valid 
enough ; and in that of the third prisoner, 
conviction of receiving the stolen property 
was natural and tight enough, as no coer- 
cion whatever had beon used in superindue- 
ing his statement. 

‘Tho A. G, again remarked that, as to the 
abstract question. of law whether a police 
officer ‘could question. a prisoner and have 
the answer produced as. évidence, it would 
appear from the judgment that he had fail- 
ed to show authority for this principle. 
Now, he had cited Queen vy. Thornton and | 
Justice Shee’s case (ouly a'year old) on this | 
point; though no notice had ‘been taken 
thoreof in the judgment. < 

‘The C.J. replied that here the general 
question was‘ not raised; in truth, the | 
general principle did not appear to arise in| 
any one of. the cases.- But if it did, he had 
no power to decide broad questions. Such 
vasep were decided on their owu peculiar ! 
circumstances; he had done ao in the pre. ! 
sout case ; and that was his decision in the .

This being the case, 1 will ask the 
favour of publishing the correspondence in 
your columns, then they can jadge if it is 
to the interest of the Company at large to 
treat those who -come into their hands as I 
have been! After I wrote that I had re: 
quested Messre Bosman to pay the account 
under protest (the cause of leak boing still 
undetermined), they never applied to that 


firm, but took legal proceedings and geized 


the ship; Since the reference, and before 
the decision came through the: Court; re- 
porta have been circulated that the decision 
was in their favour and they would shut my 
mouth. 1 suppose they (i.e, those who 
have. taken an active -part in this matter) 
aro indignant that the master of “so old, 
Totten ship,” as their lawyer attempted to 
make out, but most miserably failed, should 
havo the impudenco to question: the right of 
a powerful Company to do as they please, 
whatever he might suffer.

certain houses and lands in Singapore aud 
Malaces, and alao his residuary estate, to 
trustees, upon trust to apply the rents-and 
profits, after providing for répairs and in- 
surance. “in the performance of such Sin 
Chew or Charity, in and td the: naines 
{manes !) of myself and my said wives here- 
inbefore named and mentioved, to be per- 
formed four times in each and every year 
at the least, and as much’ ofteuer.as the 
funds applicable thereto williadmit:” 


to see that the “Charity” isfaithfully carried 
into effectaccording to the mods practised in 
cases of Charities in the Judian Presidency

to him, and the names of his children, are 
engraved... This tablot is kept either in the 
house of the worshipper, or in ‘that which 
has been set apart for the Sin Chew. It is 
sacred, and can be touched only by the 
male descendants or tievrest male rolatives 
Of the deceased, who'aloue way look upon 
the name on the enclosed tablet. It is the 
representation of the deceased, At.certain 
periods, viz., on the annivereaty of his 
death, and ouce in each of the four seasons, 
bis on or sons, or if he haa none, his near- 


or other females, go to the’ place where the 
tablet is, and lay on a table in front of it a 
quantity of food, such as pigs, goats, ducks, 
fowls, fish, sweetmeats, fruits, tea and ar- 
rack. They light joss-sticks, fire crackers, 
burn small squares of thin brown paper in 
the centre of each of which is about a 


bow ‘their heads. three times, kneel, tuuch 
the ground with their foreheads, and call 
on the Sin Chew by his new name to ap- 
pear and: partake of the food provided for 
hit. “The food remains. on the tablo for 
oue or two or even ‘three -hours, during 
which time the spirit feeds on its ethereal 
savour ; aud to ascertain whether it is sa- 
tiated or satisfied, two pitis (Chinese voins) 
or two pieces bamboo ‘are thrown on the’ 
tablo-or the ground in front of it, and if 
they both turn up the’same face, the offer- 
ing is considered insufficient, and more 
food is laid on the table. After the lapse 
of asuflicient time to ‘allow the spirit to 
partake of it, the test is again resorted to, 
and so, until the coins or bainboos, by 
turning up different faces, shew that the 
spirit has had enough. The food is then 
removed, and eaten or otherwise’ disposed 
of by the relatives, but there ig no distri- 
bution of it in charity or among the poor, 


THE CASE OF THE SPRINGBOK. 

The Novddeutsche Aligemeine Zeitung of 
29th and ‘30th Dec. contains the following 
article, from the ‘pen of. the eminent 
Prussian jurist, Dr Lonis Gesstier, citicis- 
ing and censuring the judgment pronounced 
by the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the case of the Springbok. The opinion 
of Dr Gessner carries with it great weiglit, 
as he is the author of a well-known work 
on “The Rights of Neutrals’ at Sea,” and 
has devoted much attzution to international 
maritime law :— : 


‘© considerable time bas elapsed since 
we discussed in this journal a’ prize case, 
which was then pending in the courts of the 
United States of America, and which at 
that time had been decided by the New 
York District Court, and carried, on appeal, | 
toa superior court,” This decision cansed 
a considerable sensation in the journalistic 
world, and .was strongly animadyerted 
upon, and more particularly so in- the 
English and French papers. Since that 
period the Supreme Court of. Prize ‘in 
America has pronounced judgment in this 
case, in a great measure confirming the 
decision of the inferior court. Under these 
circumstances, we opine that, as far as the 
limits- of. a political journal will admit 
thereof, our readers will févl-an interest in 
ur reverting to this‘ important case and 
our examining ‘the grounds upon which 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
founds its sentence of condemnation... The 
circumstances of the case were. briefly. as 
follow :—During the . struggle’ between 
the ‘Northern. and -Southern States of 
America the English barque Springbok, 
carrying a eargu worth about 60,0001, the 
property of British subjects, was captured 
by a ‘cruiser of the North: American 
Statea, and was thereupon also condemned, 
together with-her entire cargo, by a lower 
Prize Court on the ground that the,said 
cargo chietly-consisted of contraband of war, 
The, Springbok ‘had: left the port of Londou 
on the Sth of Deceniber, 1862, and when 
she-was captured on the 3d uf February, 
1803, she was. really pursuing her. voyage 
in the most direct course to the neutral port | 
of Nassau, in the English colony of New 
Providence, this being her bona-jide destina- 
tiou, uccording to the ship’s paper. ‘The 
district Prize Court of New York founded 
its decree’ of condemnation: upon the as- 
sumption that the neutral port of Nassau 
was not the definitive destination of the 
cargo ; that the said cargo, and more parti- 
cularly that portion thereof which consisted 
of articles contraband of war, was destined: 
for the use of the rebels of the Southern 
States. In our former article, employing 
the language of Vattel, : this judgment’ waa 
designated ‘une injustica palpable et evi- 
dente ? and we-added that if the Supreme 
Court of Prize of America should not’ see 
ht to reverse that decree, the British govern. 
ment would be perfectly justitied in con- | 
sidering the-same as null and -void, and in 
demanding indemification for the wronzful 
condemnatiou of the property of its sub- 
jects, On ‘that occasion we reminded our | 
readers that, ‘according to. the opinion of 
several eminent jurisconsults, the capture 
of a neutral ship laden with contraband of | 
war, could in no case be justified unless the 
ship were met with while on a voyage'to an 
enemy’s port. But we also remarked that ; 
we coincided more with the opinion of other q 
jarisconaults who hold, as. we- think, more ; 
correctly, that a capture can also be justi- | 
fied, even when thé ‘immediate’ destination ! 
of tie veasel is a neutral port, if it be prov- | 
ed beyynd doubé that the contraband of war 
is destined fur the enemy. We qualified : 
this view, however, by stating that the fact 
must be established by the full and rigorous 
evidence of the ehip’s papers only, or by 
the proved falsification of the same. But in * 
the case tow before us, the American Court 
of Prize was unable to establish. any: other 
fact as a- basis for ‘its decision than 
the circumstance that’ s certain quantity of 
uniform - buttons found among the cargo 
bore the initial letters C. 8. N., which the ‘ 
Court interpreted as meaning ‘Confederate 
States Navy.’ As these buttons and the 
other articles designated aa contraband of _

stated, were liable to condemnation. We 
have now lying before ts the judgment of 
the Supreme Court of the ‘Uni States, - 
whereby the docision, of the District Court 
is confirmed as regards the cargo, but tha - 
ship is r-stored, on the grouhd that it-was 
not proved that the captain was to assist to 
the carrying of the cargo from Nassau to an 
enemy's port. Chief Justice Chase, who pro- 
nounced this very extraordinary aentence, it 
is true, abandons the guessing of the inferi- 
or Court as to the meaning of the initials 
C.S. N., bat his arguments can scarcely be 
deemed more successful these of the Judge 
of the lower court. He arrives at tha con-. ° 
clusion that the final destination of the car- 
go Was an enemy's port only by.assump- 
tions not less suprising aud illogical than 
those ouwhich the District Court proceeded. 
* * * * Lot us now sum up, In a general 
point of view the correctness of the principle 
must be conceded, that. contraband of wat 
found on’ board « noutral ship bound to a 
neutral port is nevertheless liable to con- 
domnation if its ulterior destination for the 
enemy bo clearly proved ; but for the estab- 
lishing of such proof very positive and for: 
mal regulations exist’: that is, to say, it can 
only be extracted from the contents of thé 
ship’s papers.” If the latter do not positive: 
ly furnish the proof of hostile deatination, 


or if it be not absolutely proved that the 


said ship’s papers are falsified, then no con- 
domination can take place. The theory that 
all depends not on the immediate, but on 
the ulterior, destination of the contraband 
of war, can be deemed. admissible: only 
within these limits; for, if the belligerent 
prize courts were to be permitted to basa 
their condemnations in such, cases Tpon 
mere. vague conjectured, ‘or evan npon @& 
more or léys well-founded moral: conviction, 
thon, indeed, the means would be at their 
disposal, to commit ‘slaughter? with ime 
punity upon all neutral trade and shipping, 
Whereas, within the limits above stated, 
the theory in question has. no very impor 
tant practical range ; but, per se, i¢ certain- 
ly does appear well-founded, inasmuch a8, 
according to international law, the punish- 
able-attempt to carry contraband of war to. 
the enemy commences at the: beginning of 
the voyage, howsoever roundabout the nvde 
may be by which the illegal object may ba 
sought to be attained. Clearly, the decision | 
in the case before ts ought to be founded fint 
of all upon the theory of the right of search, 
and upon the existing international regula- 
tions touching the proofs to be adducéd | 
in prize cages. Chief. Justice Chase. has 
expressly admitted that the ship’s papers. 
were perfectly tegular, excepting ouly that 
the manifest did. aot specify the contents 
of all the packages in the--catgo. ‘The 
neutral-port of Nassau was therein set forth’ 
as the destination of the ship and. cargo.’ 
The ship's papers. offered no grounds 
for suspecting falsification. Conseytently 
there were no grounds even for the deten+ 
tion of the Springbok and her cargo... We 
are, therefore, strongly of opinion that the 
owners aré not only entitled’ to claim the 
restitution of their property but also a full 
and ample indemnification. And- as, ace 
cording to the established. principles of * 
international law,” the ‘decisions ‘of prize 
courts have legal force only as far.as the 
captors are concerned, and are amenable 
to the effects of ares judicatu, we are clearly 
of opinion that the British government has , 
unquestionably a right'to claim redress for 
this. decision. Weare informed, indeed, 
that, supported in this view by the opinions 
of eminent English jurists, the : British 
government maintains that the sentence of 
condemnation passed, on,the cargo of the 
Springbok'is contrary to justice, and void. 
The final issue of this case is doubtless of 
immense importance to all, the maritime 
powers, on account of the wide range of 
the judicial principles at stake in the solu- 
tion of this question,”

ArRoLITEs.—The Political’ Agent at 
Bhurtpore has forwarded: to ‘the Calcatta 
Museum three specimens of aerolites pick-: 
ed up ata hamlet, called Motee-ka-Nugla, 
near the village of Goordhs, in ‘the Per- 
yunnah of Biana, of the Bhurtpore State, 
‘Tho account given by eye-witnesses is to 
the effect that, on the 22nd ultimo, about 
5pm, the sky having been quite clear, a 
suiall dark cloud appeared to approach the .

sime tite, a bright, meteor, shaped like a 
snake ‘and travelling south, issued - from 
the cloud. The hamlet, near which. the 
aerulites were picked up, is situated in a 
wild hilly tract of country called the Dang, 
and the informant states that sounds as of 
shower of stones falling: on the hills were 


‘heard ; only the three pieces were, how- 
ever, found, 


These were seey tq fall from - 
the meteor, and with such force that they 
were embedded some depth inthe grouud, 
and when dug -up were-so hot, as not. to ~ 
allow at first of: being touched.” Tho 
meteor was distinctly seen travelling across 
the heavens thirty-six’ miles from the place 
where the aerolites. were picked~up, and 
the three reports were also heard at various - 
distances in the. district. It is thought: 
that a quantity had follen, but that they 
were broken in their descent on the hard 
ground of the hills. "In 1800, some. sero- 
lites fellin the same neighbourhood, and a 
specimen was sent by Major Bouverie, then 
Political Agent, to the Museum.—Jidian
